It is principally made of wrought 
iron, exquisitely finished in turning, plaining, 
slotting and sbnfiing ; the bushes, bearings, 
ond journals aro nl«o of wrought iron, and 
aro case-hardened lo prevent iheir cutting, 
as iho machine will necessarily hnvo to be 
worked in places whore a good deal of sand 
and duet will be flying about. The cylin- 
ders ore covored with black walnut and hop- 
ed wilh copper ; iho frame work is firmly 
stayed together wilh tubular stays. The 
boiler is new, nnd wns brought out at fir6i 
solely for iteam cultivation, but can be ridapi- 

ed for ordinary' purposed, although not fully 
tested. Competent Engineers prououuee the 
boiler admirably adapted for the object in 
view. Ii is cumiform, or wedga-shaped; the 
tubes contain tho water, and aro so disposed 
os to bofllo the heat in making its exit lo Iho 
smoke box and funnel. Il has every precau- 
lion for safety that n railroad locomotive has; 
glass water guago and cocks. scharfT steam, 
pressuro guage, and two safely valves.
